In the President’s first an- 
nual message* in December, lts>7, in what then 
appeared to he the irreconcilable difference of 
opinion between the two governments* lie employ- 
ed the following language: “The fact Is, that 
when two nations like Great Britain and the Uni- 
ted States mutually desirous, as they are, and I 
trust ever may be, of maintaining the most 
friendly relations with each other, have unfortu- 
nately concluded a treaty which they understand 
in senses directly opposite, the wisest course is to 
abrogate such a treaty by mutu d consent* and to 
commence anew.” At this very time, however, 
he added th t “whilst er tertaining these send 
mi nts, i shall nevertheless not refuse to contrib- 
ute to any reasonable adjustment of the Central 
American questions which is not practically in- 
consistent with tl e American interpretation of 
the treaty. Overtures for this purpose have been

The Mo»|uito protccti rate and tlie Bay 1-lands 
will no doubt be surrendered to Nicaragua and 
Honduras respectively; and ^ir Win G- re Ouse 
ley lus gone to Central America with iustruc ions 
to c lielmie treaties to carry this policy into el- 
fc ct. 

Tlie substance of hn instructions has been 
communicated to this government, and we have 
full hiith in the lovahy of the British govern 
meut. If he lus exceeded them in any particu- 
lar, we have no doubt he will he called to a rigid 
account. We have full faith that, before the 
meeting of the next Congress, this arrangement 
will be curried ii to efitet. 

2d. As to Sir William Gore Ousel ey, a’l that 
has ever been said as to his interference with this 
question is wholly unfounded, and is the offspring 
of morbid suspicion. During his residence in 
Washington, he always said, and we believe 
truly, that he was awaiting detailed instructions 
upon the subject. He never held any commu- 
i iru'ion of any kind respecting it either with the 
President or the Secretary of State. All that 
ever transpired in relation toil was between Lord 
Napier, the acknowledged Mini-ter ot Great 
Britain, ami the government of the United States. 
After Sir William’s departure the substance ot 
these instructions was communicated to the Set - 
rotary of State through Lord Napier; in fact, the 
government have never heard from him, either 
orally or in writing, in relation to the nutter un- 
til the present moment. 

3d In the course of the negotiation. Lord Na- 
pier did at one time suggest that he thought the 
British government might favorably receive a 
proposition to abrogate tlie Clayton and Bulwer 
treaty; but he gave notice that, if tliis were done, 
the Briii-h government would insist upon retain- 
ing the Bay Islands, tlie most important part of 
their possessions in that region. This proposi- 
tion was, of course, rejected. Our policy, from \ 
the beginning, was to exclude Greit Britain from 
the Mosquito protectorate and the Pay L'ai ds, 
and if we In d acceded (o this suggestion, Great 
Britain would have retained possession of by far 
the most commanding position on the coast of 
Central America. We should then have had no 
other alternative but to abandon tlie Monroe doc- 
trine, or attempt to drive her out by force of arm-. 
Surely no American statesman could ever have 
acceded to such a proposition. 

The truth is, that when the time shall arrive 
for communicating to tlie public the correspond- 
ence in relation to the Clayton and Bulwer treaty, 
they will be astonished, even in this age of mis- 
representation, at tlie falsehoods which have been 
circulated in regard to this whole subject.

The 
applic itions for a linissinu to the ilueo v little room 
ii! the eitv hull where the Criminal 0 urt is heiii 
h.ve been very numerous, but so miserable a e 
tlie iiooommuJations that the reporters iiu-1 g:eit 
difficulty in securing scats. As to desks or tables, 
or other facilities lor reporting this imports t 
trial, that is all out of the question. Imbecil ty , 
au J ignor inte are characteristic ol the old fogy j 
oluciuls here; though there might easily have 
been propir arrangements made by the introiluc- | 
tion of tables or temporary desks The people or 
mirshal, or whoever ought to attend to it. have I 
been practicing only the e isy plan of hoiv rot to 
do it, and their obtusencss is so extreme that re- 
monstrance is useless. No more than three or 1 
lour reporters have been able to get facilities lor 
writing, and, therefore, the associitcd press are 1 
not amongst them, although application w as made j 
bv them weeks ago. They leave, however, ven- 
tured on taking scats at the table set apart for | 
lawyers.

These 
were discharged until ten o’clock to morrow morn- 
ing, # with the coition of the Judge n ‘t to so.- ik 
with or listen to any person on the subject of the 
trial. Seve tv five talesnun were ordered to be 
summoned hv the marshal, and returned it the 
above named time, and then the Court adjourned.

The Judge said he could not consent to have 
the prisoner’s box placed beside the lawyers. It. 
was the rule to keep it where it was placed. It 
might, however, be removed t» tlie railing, direct- 
ly hick of the box, and the Marshal would be 
directed to keep the way open. 

M . M gru ler submitted tint, if it was not ask- 
ing too much, it would be desirable to have the 
prisoner confronted with the jurors an 1 with lii< 1 
accusers, so that the accused might conduct hi | 
own cise, and certainly in such a case he would i 
not be forced to occupy such an « ut-of the-way j 
place. They would not ask anything for him on 
the ground of his public position, or on the ground 
of his profession, but merely wlnt they would 
ask for the humblest American citizen. In the 
various Mates whence the counsel came, the 
prisoner is always permitted to occupy a scat be- 
side his lawyers. He asked that such facilities 
sh »uld he extended in this case. 

The Judge asked whether the counsel had ever 
known a in m to he tried for murder who was not 
phiC • I in the dock. 

Mr. M igruder admitted that the prisoner might 
be fir-t pi iced in the dock, but the practice in 
Virginia. Alabama, New' York, and other States, 
was, that tlie prisoner should sit beside his counse!, 
and have, if need be, facilities for writing. 

Ti»e Judge said that he had never seen a mau 
tried for murder who was not placed in the dock. 
He had never read of such a case — certainly not 
in England He was not disposed to make any 
distinction in this case. 

Mr Stanton disclaimed a desire to have any 
distinction made T* cy would be satisfied with 
the arrangement made by the Judge. 

Instructions to that effect were given to the 
Marshal, and ihe Court, at 1 o’clock, adjourned 
over till 10 o’clock to-morrow morning.

to a blister, lie then struck the little sufferer 
two blows with bis hand, leaving upon its body i. 
the mm ks of bis fingers, and then threw it into 
the cradle or bed. His wife and daughter strug- 
gled to get the child away from him, nut were 
unable to do so, and when Mrs. Joy found he was 
going to burn the child to death, she ran out ol _ 
tiu* Imuse to prevent seeing the sight and to gt t • 
out of hearing ol the child’s screams. J >y took 
down his gun aid pointing it at her compelled 
her to come in. He then left the house and did 
not return, ns we tin terstand, for a day or two. jj 
Four days after this ternole scene the little suffer- 
ing child tiled and was buried. None but Joy 
• ml his wife and two young daughters knew 
anything about the cause of its death. The neigh- 
boring women, who came in and assisted to lay 
out the child, found it so mortified and decayed 
that they could not wash it, or even take off the ■ 
clothing upon it.

On the same train with tiie above was Col.

He was caught on Thursday Iasi 
near Pleasant Run, a few miles below the city, 
hv David McCarty and the Messrs. Richmond,

They lorlg d ' 
him in jail, where he remained until yesterday, I 
when Ins owner, Col. Rosa, came on after ami I 
took him home. Like Lewis Early, he will be 
another candidate for a home in the extreme 
South, he will not be given an opportunity to es- 
cape the second time. — Cin. Enq., 5th. 

From New Orleans. 

New Orleans, April 4 — Large crevasses on 
tlie Louisiana side of Diamond island are flood- 
ing many plantations. There are fears of a break 
above tlie city. Five hundred men are employ- 
ed s lengthening •the levee The river is nine 
inches higher than last year at Vicksburg. 



Another Shooting Affair. 

Yesterday afternoon, between five and six 
o’clock, the rumors of another shooting affair 
created quite a sensation in the city. As AN m. 
Gilmore was passing along Jefferson street, he 
met, or was about to meet, Charles Sale opposite 
the 1‘ rank tort railroad depot. Sale warned Gil- 
more not t » approach him, and drew a double- 
barreled gun upon him and fired as he retreated 
across the street, the discharge taking effect — 
one ball passing through his r.ghfc cheek and out 
his mouth, another taking effect in the back 
part of his head, and still another in bis leg, as 
we are informed. The wounds arc serious, but 
not considered mortal. After the shooting occur- 
red, Mr. Gilmcre was conveyed home in a hack, 
and Mr. Sale proceeded to jail and delivered him 
self up. 

AVe took some trouble to trace the causes of 
the difficulty, and as nearly as we could arrive at 
them, the different versions were as follows: 
Sale was engaged in the difficulty on Monday 
evening, which resulted in tlie killing of one man 
and the serious wounding ot four or five others — 
Alexander Gilmore, jr.. seriously, peihaps fatally, 
among them. Wm. Gilmoie. a brother to the 
latter, returned in the night and .-ceing his brother 
shot to pieces, uttered some threat, to kill the per 
:-on who had wounded his brother, and the remark 
being ovei heard b\ a policeman who was at the 
residence of Alexander Gilmore, sr., where the 
younger brother lay helpless, was reported to. 
Charles Sale, and he fearing, perhaps, the execu- 
tion ot the threat, armed himself with a double- 
barreled shot gun, and on sight attempted to take 
the life of AA'rn. Gilmore. 

This is one statement. The other is — that 
AVm. Gilmore, upon returning to Louisville from 
New* Orleans on Monday night, expressed much 
surprise and regret that anydilficulty should have 
occurred between Sale and his brother, and during 
the whole day yesterday he expressed much snr 
row for the unfortunate difficulty of the preced- 
ing day. 

The best evidence to our mind that Mr. Sale 
was unnecessarily alarmed is, that Mr. Gilmort 
was entirely unarmed at the time he was shot last 
evening. — Lou. lJcm.
